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Hume G flattered ourſelves that the buſineſs on which we had the honor to be delegated 
was brought to as happy a concluſion as circumſtances would admit, we cauſed a ſhort and con- 
ciſe ſtatement of itto be printed, that the Gentlemen who were pleaſed to nominate us as media - 
tors might be the more readily and eaſily informed of the progreflive ſteps we had taken to pro- 
mote that peace and harmony in the Catholic body, which they fo earneſtly recommended. 


We beg leave to obſerve, that before we authorized the circulation of this ſtatement, 
or letter annexed, we ordered copies of it to be preſented to the Gentlemen of the lata 
Committee. They ſoon gave us to underſtand that our hopes, in having terminated the 


| buſineſs in a ſatisfatory manner to them, were deluſive and premature. Of this we were in- 


formed by letter to Mr. Webbe Weſton from Sir John Throckmorton. Jet

« I received this morning the letter you have written to the Gentlemen, at whoſe defire, 

« you, Mr. Eyre, and Mr. Sheldon, accepted the office of mediators, which you did me the ho-
